Editorial 



A DIRTY PARLOR 



When wo enter a stran*^o house, and 
find tJic parlor littered up with a lot 
of trash, dirt, ami waste ])apor, no 
matter how ijpiek-aiul-span the rest of 
the house may be, Ave (;() away with 
the impression made on us l>y tlic first 
part of tlie liousc. 

Similarly, visitors to Xarliertli, on 
viewint; Itaveri'ord Avenue on a Satur- 
day afternoon would leave llie town 
with the feelinj:: that they had visited 
th-e dirtiest distriet ou the ^Main T^ine. 

Haverferd Avenue, in addition to hc- 
in*;; our main tlioroujrhfare, is Nar- 
berth 'h front ],>arlor; yet in the faee 
of this, the proprietors of many of tlie 
stores aloufj; the way persist in tlirowing 
their trash and sweepinj-s into the salt- 
ier, to the detriment of their own plaee 
of business, and to the shame of the 
entire liorough, 

Ilaverford Avenue has roeently been 
repavcd, Ltiving us a smooth and at- 
traetive roadway. The street is cdeaued 
every Saturday niorninj; by the Bor- 
ough, yet hy noon a ncweonicr to Xar- 
berth walks into a veritable dump. 

Conditions such as these are entirely 
inexcusable, and can bo e:isily remedied 
by the exercise of a little care and 
^ivic i>ridc. 



AN IMPROVEMENT GRATIS 



Narborth*s rapid growth in popula- 
tion in recent years has seen a corres- 
ponding growth in civic improvements. 
Postal delivery was establislied last 
July, and now the government offers, 
with no charge to ns, a complete mail 
collection system. 

]3ut the opposition of a few residents 
is hindering, and may prevent the es- 
lablishment of this mile-stone in the 
growth of our borou^li. The placing of 
tliese collection boxes is done at a 
cost (»f thousands of dollars to the 
govennuent, and when cfmipletod, will 
be nnother ta^igilde boost for Xiirberth. 

The Philadelj)hia papers are laughinj^ 
at us, because the owners of a few of 
the lots selected as points for the 
e.stalilishment of the boxes have re- 
fused to allow them to be erected. The 
locations were carcfullv chosen, witii 



due consideration of the sides of the 
streets most used, and such other fea- 
tures as would make the boxes of the 
greatest service to tlie residents. 

It will lie most nufortunate if the 
op[)osition of a few forces us to refuse 
an asset offered on a platierj an asset 
the aei-ejiraiice of which lies only ia 
a jtroper sj>irit of co-operation.

ESTABLISHMENT OF STATE PAKK. 

Harrisbiirg, Pa., June 10. — The State 
Forest Commission has taken action to 
estal>lish about hfteen State parks, or 
recreation grounds, in diiferciit sections 
of •l'enn.>y)vania. Governor Sproul re- 
cently aj)proved a law nutliorizing the 
Commission to set aside within the 
State forests unusual or historical 
groves of trees especially worthy of 
permanent i)reservation. The law pro- 
vides that the parks are to be jnade ac- 
cessilile and convenient for public use, 
and they are to be dedicated in per- 
jietuity to the people of the State for 
their recreation and enjoyni6nt. 

C(doneI Henry W. Shoemaker, a mem- 
l)er of the Forest Commission, has sug- 
gested a list of Jifteen historical and 
noteworthy groves of big trees which 
he considers suitable for j)arks ii\ 
various i>arts of the State. The Forest 
Commission has agreed that an advis- 
ory committee shall be appointed to 
act ou tlie selection of the proposed 
recreational areas, and other sites 
which may be considered later. At the 
suggestion of Gilford Pinchot, the 
State's Chief Forester, the members of 
the Commission will ofl'er names of per- 
sons who may be considered for the 
committee. 

Some of the proposed public parks 
suggested by Colonel Shoenuiker are: 
Forest Engineers' Park, on IMot.re's 
Kun, l^otter County; Nine-Juiie Drive, 
on Prouty Kun, Potter County; .Mount 
liiansares, once the property of the 
Queen of Spain, in Clinton County; 
Joyce Kilmer Recreation Park, in 
T'nion County; Alan Seeger Recreation 
Park, Huntingdon County; Xew Ger- 
mantown Hemlocks, Perry County; 
Coxe's Valley Pines and Hemlocks, ^lif- 
llin County, and iMcConnell Xarrows 
Hemlocks, a magnificent virgin forest 
in I'nion Countv.

PLANTING BAHLIAS 



June IJth to June ISth is the best 
time to plant. Dahlias prefer full sun, 
but will do well in part shade. Any 
soil that is well draineil is suitable, 
not rich but porous. Half coal ashes 
raked in makes a good bed. 

Allow about ton square feet of soil 
for eat'li plant, or plant three feet apart* 
each way. Tn jdanthiiL; lay the tubes 
flat about Ave inches below the gurface 
with the eye up and the other end of 
the tiiber slightly depressed; fill the 
soil up to about one intdi below the sur- 
rounding soil and leave this depression 
to take water and to hold the manure 
much to be applied later.

THE ECONOMIC VALUE OF BIEDS, 



The Wood Warblers. 
I feel sorry for the man or woman 
who goes through this world without 
making the acquaintance of this most 
wonderful family in our bird life. 

The wood M-arblers are strictly an 
American possession, being unknown 
in the Old World, and proud indeed 
should we be of such invaluable treas- 
ure. 

In the matter of shade and orchard 
trees necessity has taught us ways to 
protect and save them. But for the 
actual preservation of our forests, so 
absolutely vital to civilized man, we 
must look entirely to the birds. And 
•of all the bird families none are more 
valuable in this respect than the war- 
blers with the woodpeckers. Warblers 
are entirely insectivorous. They begin 
with the eggs of insect pests and con- 
tinue the good work through all the 
stages of its development. Some ex- 
plore the tree trunks, bark and limbs, 
others find insect food in dead laves 
and rubbish upon the ground, always a 
fertile breeding place, but mostly war- 
blers are seen carcfullj^ exploring the 
under side of the leaves of our trees in 
search of eggs or insects, and lucky in- 
deed are any to escape the bright eyes 
and sharp bills of these diligent little 
gleaners. 

Their usefulness, therefore, is un- 
questioned, but that so nuieh exquisite 
beauty and coloring should swann each 
spring in our treetops and go unnoticed 
by the majority of us, seems almost 
unbelievable. 

We have only to watch our trees 
through the month of IMay, and without 
leaving our doorsteps will be reward- 
ed by the knowledge of some of the 
most exquisite of Nature's creations.

RULES AND REaULATIONS 



i\Iiay 9th, 1921. 

The Shade Tree Commission assumes 
exclusive and absolute custody and con- 
trol of, and power to plant, set out, 
remove, maintain, protect and care for 
shade trees on all public highwuys of 
the Borough of Narberth, as shown 
on blue print nmp of <*hart of such bigh- 
ways approved by Borough Oouncil. 

Tlie spraying of all street trees and 
pruning of all the street trees in so 
far that the lower branches or limibs 
will not be a nuisance to pedestrians or 
vehicles and will not interfere with 
street lighting, will bo ordered by and 
under the direct supervision of the 
Shade Tree Commission; the costs of 
such maintainance nnd care to be paid 
by Borough Councils as provided by 
Act of May 31st, 1907, authorizing 
Shade Tree Commissions and the Gen- 
eral Borough Act of May 14, 1915. 

Written authorization from any mem- 
ber of the Shade Tree Commission will 
be required before any tree on the pub- 
lic highways are to be planted, re- 
moved, pruned or sprayed. 

Written authorization from any mem- 
ber of the Shade Tree Commission will 
be required for digging soil surround-- 
ing any shade tree on the public liigh- 
ways, to a depth exceeding one foot, 
within a distance equal to twelve (12) 
times the diameter of the tree. 

Trunks of all trees on public high- 
ways of the Borough are to be pro- 
tected during the construction or re- 
pair of any nearby buildings in a man- 
ner approved by the Shade Tree Com- 
mission. 

Public XTtilities Corporations or Pub- 
lic Service Corporations arc required 
to r^eoure Avritten authorization, from 
any member of the Shade Tree Com- 
mission before cutting or jiruniug any 
shade tree under tlie care of the Shade 
Tree Commision and will ha required 
to i;roi)erly trim or prune such shade 
trees so that the trees will not be 
injured or damaged by any poles or 
wires on public highways. The ex- 
pense to be borne by said Puldic Ser- 
vice Corporation. 

Wmdi companies or ooii)orations will 
be required to remove and replace 
wires at their ex^pense on piddie high- 
ways, at the request of the Shade Tree 
Commission, for the planting or re- 
moval of shade trees. 

Fines. The Shade Tree Commission 
will notify Borough Council of any in- 
fraction of the foregoing rules and 
will impose a fine of Ten (10) Dollars 
for any and each infraction. Such 
fines to l)e collected as ])rovided by 
law.
